IN BURIED CITY 


Tale of How Mongolian Town 


Fell After Siege. 


OLD BOOKS ARE UNEARTHED 


In tne deserts of Mongolia, fur away 
from oltles and civ ilization, a rumor 
originated some years ago of a dead 
city, abandoned by its inhabitants for 
centuries and burled ev er more deep­ 
ly beneath shifting sunds. 
The rumor 
w as difficult to v erify. 
Few explorers 
penetrated Into tills wild and desolate 
country. 
Finally, in 19 07, a Russian 
¿scientific expedition, led by Professor 
Kozlov , set out with the purpose of 
searching for the city. The task was 
difficult because the nomadic tribes in 
(the region were suspicious of strangers 
¿and slow to giv e information.

Kozlov worked with tact and pa­ 
tience. 
He employed a Mongolian fa­

Penetrating 
into 
the 
mountains of 
northern Tibet, the party encountered 
a band of mounted robbers, who at­ 
tacked them with swarms of arrows. 
These were no match for the firearms 
of the Russians and the robbers were 
beaten off. 
The story of these explorations was 
recently told by Professor Kozlov be­ 
fore a large and interested audience in 
the 
Moscow Polytechnical institute. 
The lecture was illustrated with mo- 
tion-plcture v iews; and a map of Mon­ 
golia, 
showing the location 
of the 
buried city and the route of the expe­ 
dition, hung on a blackboard behind 
the speaker's stage. 
Kozlov , an erect, 
soldierly figure, with deep-set, piercing 
ev es, confined himself chiefly to the 
narrativ e 
of

experiences, 
touching only briefly on the prospects 
of a new exploring expedition which 
he is planning to lend into Mongolia 
and Tibet.

difficulties about guiding him to the 
wins. 
This was how the dead city of 
Kara Khoto 
became known to the out- ! 
■dde world. 
Buried in Sand. 
When the Russian exploring party 
¡iproached 
Kara-Khoto 
with 
their 
Mongolian guide they were compelled 
to plow through sand drifts 
10 feet 
deep. 
It was this sand, together with 
the arid climate of Mongolia, that had 
preserv ed the city’s walls and monu­ 
ments ov er a period of many centuries. 
Ihe neighboring tribesmen, who had 
settled near tin* city ten generations 
ipforc, declared that it always had 
been there as f<ir back as their rec­ 
ords reached, 
The streets and houses of Kara- 
Khoto hav e been largely obliterated by 
wav es of sand 
Rut Kozlov ’s party j 
found many Interesting memorials in; 
this Mongolian Pompeii. 
There were ; 
lie remains of Buddhist temples and 
Mohammedan mosques. 
There were 
packages of ( 'hinese paper money, 
bearing grim ins« -riptlons threatening 
counterfeiters with the loss of their 
beads. 
There were silv er ornament- 
and money, carefully hidden away bj 
the original owners 
The most Important discov ery of al 
was a cone-shaped monument outsidr 
the city walls. 
In this monument wn- 
.1 library of 
2,0t>0 books, written in 
sev en 
Eastern 
languages. 
Sev eral 
other things found in and about tic 
eJty helped to piece out the legend 
shout tin* fate of the tribe which for 
Merly liv ed there. 
In the Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth centuries, so the legend- 
ran, the < hinese hail sent out an arms 
?o capture Kara-Khoto. 
For sev eral 
>ears they besieged the city it) v ain. 
T hen a Chinese engineer conceiv ed 
Hie idea of cutting off the water sup­ 
ply. 
He blocked up with sandbags the 
Hv er which formerly flowed through 
the city and turned its course in a dif­ 
ferent direction. The people, desperate 
with thirst, dug a deep well Inside the 
walls, but failed to get enough water 
to sustain life. 
Then the population 
buried alt its treasures. 
The chief of 
the tribe killed his wife and (laughter 
with his own hand and ordered a mass 
sortie through a breach in the wall. 
T he doomed tribe rushed out, only to 
he slaughtered in the open Tty the su­ 
perior forces of the Chinese. 
Traces Bear Out Legend. 
This grim legend was borne out by 
discov eries of 
the explorers. 
They 
fmmd 
that a nearby riv er had been 
artificially div erted from its channel. 
And the wall of the city had a large 
breach, through which the last des­ 
perate sortie might well hav e been 
made. 
The Russians found in the monu­ 
ment many signs of high culture on 
the part of the former inhabitants. 
T here were books in Persian, Arabic 
mid Hindoo script, os well as v olumes 
in Mongolian and Chinese. There was 
a collection of more than three hun­ 
dred sacred Buddhist pictures, painted 
on backgrounds 
of cloth 
and silk. 
There were many statues of Buddhist 
gods and goddesses. Traces of former 
anals were found in the city. 
After 
thoroughly 
exploring 
Kara- 
Khoto and its surroundings, Kozlov 
hurled tiie less portable treasures and 
set out to discov er Kookoonor, a lake 
in the v icinity which it was said no 
white man had ev er seen, although 
French 
and German 
explorers 
had 
tried to reach it. 
The nomads who 
liv ed about the lake made ev ery effort 
*0 prev ent the trav elers from launch­ 
ing a boat on It. 
They declared that 
the waters of Kookoonor were under a 
mysterious 
spell, 
that 
ev ery 
boat 
would lie irresistibly drawn to the bot­ 
tom. 
Notwithstanding 
these 
warnings, 
some of the members of the party em­ 
barked. 
They were caught in a heav y 
storm tiie first night, and the nativ es 
were certain that the wrath of fhe 
gods had been aroused. 
But the boat 
weathered the storm safely; and a 
skyrocket announced the arriv al of the 
party on the other side, to the relief 
of Kozlov and the amazement of the 
Mongolians, who had nev er seen any­ 
thing of the kind before. 
W ild Buddhii;t Monk*. 
On the other side of the lake the 
UwmlU as found three Buddhist monks, 


The new exploring party is to be 
m ade' up of sev enteen Russians and 
four Mongolians. 
Leav ing Petrograd 
it will proceed 
by rail to eastern Si­ 
beria. 
From there the route turns 
south, to Urga, the capital of Mon­ 
golia. 
The expedition is planned for 
three years. 
The first year will la» 
*HPnt in Mongolia, the second in Tibet, 
and the third will he dev oted to the 
homeward 
Journey, 
which 
may 
lie 
through India or Chinese Turkestan. 
Two Women on Trip. 
“The purposes of the expedition,”

Professor Kozlov , 
“are 
purely 
scientific. 
“One nov el feature of this expedi­ 
tion is the fact that two women will 
he included in the party. 
My wife, 
v . ho once rode through Mongolia on 
horseback and who knows how to 
handle a rifle, will accompany the ex­ 
pedition as an ethnographlst and zoolo­ 
gist. 
She 
is 
acquainted 
with 
the 
Tibetan language and will study the 
customs of Tibetan and Mongolian 
women. The other woman In the party, 
a friend of my wife, is a doctor and 
natural scientist. 
She expects to col­ 
lect butterflies and other Insect speci­ 
mens*— New York Times.

Community fruit-drying plants hav e 
been found to he a successful means 
of increasing the orchard profits of the 
small growers who hav e a surplus 
which they are unable to market in 
any 
other 
way, 
according 
to 
the 
United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture, if the total quantity of such su r­ 
plus in a community is sufficient to 
justify the necessary expense. 
The 
organization of such a co-operativ e 
plant should he gov erned by tiie same 
fundamental 
rules 
that 
hav e 
been 
found necessary in the dev elopment of 
other co-operativ e v entures. 
It must first be definitely ascer­ 
tained whether the quantity of un­ 
used fruit is actually such as will 
make the establishment of an ev ap­ 
orating 
or 
drying 
plant 
profitable. 
This iniorj.uation can only be ob­ 
tained by a careful canv ass of the dis­ 
trict and a tabulation of the results. 
The making c f such a canv ass is a 
task culling for conserv atism and the 
exercise of good judgment, for the 
reason that unintentional but gross 
ov erstatement of the unmarketed and 
unused portion 
of the fruit which 
could be used as ev aporator stock is 
the rule rather than the exception. It 
must 
be borne in mind that in the 
case of apples, only mature, reason­ 
ably sound fruit of fair size will make 
a marketable dry 
product and 
that 
estimates 
which 
include premature 
drops, specked and decayed fruits, 
and 
small-sized 
cider 
apples 
are 
worse than useless because mislead­ 
ing. 
The canv ass should take 
into 
account all fruits grown in the dis­ 
trict, 
the location of the center of 
supply, the Length of time ov er which j 
the ripening of each will extend, and j 
the maximum quantity per day which i 
the plant will be required to handle. 
With tlds data in hand it will he 
possible to determine the size and 
type of ev aporator needed. 
As the 
fruits will in most cases he v aried the { 
plant should he of a general-purpose ' 
type, so constructed that it will han­ 
dle equally well all materials, such as 
apples, peaches, plums and prunes.

Check Cucumber Beetle 
by Using Dust Mixture 
One of the best methods of control­ 
ling the cucumber beetle, according to 
Carl J. Drake, state entomologist at 
Iowa State college, is to dust the 
young plants with a mixture of one 
part of calcium arsenate and 
20 parts 
of gypsum. 
The dust can be applied with a 
shaker luade by punching holes in the 
bottom of a half-gallon tin can with 
an eight-penny nail. 
The first appli­ 
cation should be made Immediately 
after the young plants break through 
the ground. 
After that the plants 
should be dusted either early in the 
morning or late in the ev ening from 
two to three times per week and fob , 
lowing rains. 
Usually from 10 to 12 applications 
per season are ail that are required, j 
although more are necessary in the ! 
case of exceptionally sev ere attacks Kenov a to Huntington. W est Virginia. 
by the beetles. If these directions are 
followed rather closely, there will ht* 
no trouble in controlling the cucumber 
beetle.

Fell After Siege. 


OLD BOOKS ARE UNEARTHED 


la t ne deserts of Mongolia, far away 
rom .’I ti es t a d civilization, a rum or 
originated some yours ago of a dead 
-city, abandoned by its inhabitants for 
venturi eft and buried ever m ore deep- i 
ly beneath shifting sunds. 
The rum or | 
w as difficult to verify. 
Few explorers 1 
.euetrated Into this wild and desolate 
country. 
Finally, in 1007, a Russian 
(scientific expedition, led by Professor 
Kozlov, set out with the purpose of 
searching for the city. 
The task was 
difficult because che nomadic tribes in 
"he region w ere suspicious of strangers 
and slow to give information. 
Kozlov w orked with tact and p a­ 
tience* 
He employed a Mongolian fit* 
11iiia r with the native language to go

Washington.—A sharp increase in 
the last six years in the ratio of di­ 
vorces to marriages is disclosed In 
preliminary 
reports 
for 
1022, 
an­ 
nounced by th e census bureau. 
Com­ 
putation is made for half a dozen 
northeastern states, the first for which 
figures have been completed in a na­ 
tion-wide survey. 
The 
1022 ratio was 
almost 
half 
again as large as it was in 1010, there 
having been almost 9.3 divorces to 
each IOO marriages in 1922, compared 
with almost G.3 iii 1010. 
Analysis of the statistics f«*r the six 
safest shows the number of murrin- 
in 1022 were one-eighth less than iii 
1010, while the number »>f divorces 
was almost one-third more. The states 
covered in the report w ere S e w Hamp­ 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts. Con­ 
necticut, S e w Jersey and Delaware. 
Marriages in th<**e states in 1022 
numbered 80.S83, as compared with 
92.531 in 1910. and divorces 7,513, com­ 
pared with 5,793. 
There was a de­ 
crease 
of 
11,048 marriages 
in 
the 
states, or about 12*4 per cent, while 
divorces increased 1,720 In number, or 
almost 30 per cent. 
There was an increase in the num­ 
ber of marriages in only one cif the six 
states—New Hampshire. There was a 
decrease in the number of divorces in 
Vermont, hut the ratio of divorces to 
the number of marriages showed an 
increase in that state as it did in the 
other five states in which divorces in­ 
creased in number.
